A. Warren, during the past year.

Mr. Warren came to the institution 


when it was organized in 1894, with 
previous 
experience 
in 
institution 


work which aided in fitting him 
for 


his important duties. 
He gave earn- 


est and able 
administration 
of the 


affairs of tho school to tho time of his 
decease. 


The school had grown under his care 


from an experimental stage, with one 
building with fifty boys to five main 
buildings and about two hundred boys. 
During the seventeen years of his ad- 
ministration, the institution was known 
as a model of its kirn] and Its fame 
became extended far and wide, because 
of the character and results achieved 
under Mr. Warren's direction. 
In ad- 


dition to his work: as an able edu- 
cator, he possessed qualities of heart 
and mind which enabled him to con- 
trol all the different problems arising 
in the management of the school. The 
work achieved in guiding many boys 
to be better future citizens is per- 
haps Mr. Warren's best memorial, but 
the commissioners ali desire to record 
their appreciation of a man's work well 
done. 


It became necessary to continue the 


work of the school under the direction 
of Mr. Warren's immediate subordinate.

Probation System 


The probation officer of tho superior 


court for the northern district, wiitch 
comprises Middlesex county, In his. re- 
port dated November 1, 1911, -stales 
that 207 men and boys and 15 women 
wero placed on probation under h!a 
care during the year, an Increase of, 53 
over tho previous year. 


This system which is favorably re- 


garded by the Judges of tho courts and 
by authorities having to do with tho 
treatment of criminal cases, involves 
establishing the office of probation offi- 
cer and assistants, not only for the 
superior court but for each district 
court as well. 
The. salaries and ex- 


penses of these officials are paid by the 
county under the law. 
"While such ex- 


penses rnakc the cost of court expenses 
somewhat increased, it is plain to see 
that the advantages of the system far 
outweigh the expenditure. 


The receipts because Oi tho probation 


system of the. superior court In Middle- 
sex county collected and paid from the,
